The Buddhas religion spreaded in the area quickly 
ami established more temples among which one was at 
Haddah- the head quarter of Gandahara. It is said that a 
part of the head-bone of Buddha (founder of Puddhism) 
was placed in this stupa and because of that this place is 

called Haddah. 

After the Yaftalties invasion Haddah was burned 
completely and was remained unstarched upto 19th century. 
In the 19th century the German and French archaeologists 
and scientists came and searched archaic in this area. In the 
20th century, the Afghan and foreign archaeologists visited 
the area and discovered other new cites in Haddah 's hill. 
The portable idols and archaic of this museum carried to 
Kabul and non-portable were remained here in Haddah. 

, Haddah remained as normal upto 1979, but during
